SUPERINTENDENT'  S REPORT 

To  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Control,  Salem,  Oregon 
Gentlemen: 

I would  like  to  express  my  own  appreciation  as  well  as  that  of  the  staff,  the 
children  and  their  parents  for  the  fine  support  given  our  program  by  each 
member  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  the  Board  of  Control  staff. 

It  becomes  increasingly  more  obvious  that  the  challenges  presented  in  educating 
blind  children  are  many.  I consider  myself  fortunate  to  have  worked  with  the 
two  former  superintendents  and  to  be  able  to  continue  a personal  and  professional 
relationship  with  them,  although  one  is  now  retired  and  the  other  active  in 
another  state. 

The  program  largely  started  by  these  men  is  well-recognized  as  one  of  the  out- 
standing programs  of  this  type  in  the  nation.  The  present  challenge  is  to  keep 
it  there  and  to  provide  and  allow  for  enough  flexibility  to  insure  that  the 
blind  children  of  this  and  future  generations  receive  all  of  the  special  train- 
ing needed  to  make  them  independent  citizens. 

From  time  to  time  inquiries  are  made  as  to  the  origin  of  this  school,  which 
may  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control  and  to  the  general 
public . 

"An  aot  to  appropriate  $<L|.,  000,  gold  coin,  for  the  education  of  the  blind  of 
this  state  and  to  provide  for  the  same,"  was  approved  by  Governor  L.  F.  Grover 
in  1872.  Following  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  State  Board  of  School  Land 
Commissioners  arranged  to  open  a small  boarding  school  consisting  of  one  teacher. 
Miss  Nellie  Simpson,  and  two  pupils.  The  school  was  established  at  Salem  in 
the  Nesbit  home  in  1873*  The  next  year,  with  seven  pupils  enrolled,  the  first 
superintendent  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  this  "Oregon  Institute  for  the 
Blind."  From  1879  until  I883  the  school  was  closed,  and  then  the  school  was 
moved  to  the  Snowden  building  on  Twelfth  Street  near  Ferry. 

During  I89U  a new  building  was  constructed  for  blind  pupils  "on  the  Mute  School 
Site"  then  at  Church  and  Mission  Streets,  which  remained  until  1956  when  it 
was  replaced  by  new  construction. 

The  campus  now  consists  of  seven  modern  buildings,  a boiler  plant  and  maintenance 
repair  shop,  including  a series  of  store  rooms  and  garages.  These  buildings, 
built  on  a 7 l/2  acre  campus  just  six  blocks  south  of  the  state  capitol  building, 
are  designed  for  100  students.  June  JO,  1962  the  enrollment  was  97  wi  th  a 
prediction  of  102  for  the  opening  of  the  1962-6 3 school  year. 

This  school  is  designed  to  serve  all  visually-handicapped  children  in  the 
State  of  Oregon  with  a special  program  to  facilitate  their  le  aming.  The  scope 
of  the  program  is  from  kindergarten  through  grade  nine.  Tuition  students  are 
accepted.  Students  from  Alaska  are  enrolled  from  time  to  time  on  this  basis. 

The  Salem  area  community  resources  are  utilized  to  further  the  social  and 
educational  growth  of  the  children.  Area  churches  take  the  responsibility 
of  transporting  children  of  their  faith  to  the  various  churches. 
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The  following  outline  explains  the  services  offered  and  the  field  services 
rendered.  It  reflects  our  strong  drive  to  be  of  service  to  all  visually- 
handicapped  children. 

ELIGIBILITY 

1.  Children  who  oan  be  enrolled  in  classes  between  kindergarten  and 
the  9th  grade. 

2.  Any  child  visually  handicapped  to  the  extent  that  speoial  materials 
or  services  are  required. 

3.  Resident  of  Oregon;  otherwise  on  tuition  basis. 

No  financial  means  test  applies  to  this  institution.  Tuition, 
board  and  room,  laundry  and  books  provided  free  by  the  school . 

ROUTINE  OF  ADMISSION 

1.  Application  made  in  writing  to  the  superintendent. 

2.  Parents  required  to  furnish  olothing,  transportation,  and 
incidental  expenses  including  glasses,  dental  work,  and  expenses 
incurred  for  major  illness. 

TYPES  OF  SERVICE  RENDERED 

1.  Sohool  supported  by  public  funds.  Students  living  outside  of  the 
Salem  area  reside  on  campus. 

2.  A general  physical  examination  given  each  child  yearly.  The 
servioes  of  a physician  and  dentist  are  provided. 

3.  Modern,  up-to-date  ophthalmological  services. 

U.  Instruction  provided  for  kindergarten,  elementary  and  junior  high 
students  closely  conforms  to  that  of  the  publio  schools. 

5.  Physical  education,  musio  and  orientation  are  a part  of  the 
currioulura  for  all  ages.  Typing  included,  starting  in  the  upper 
elementary  grades. 

6.  Full  time  parent  counselor. 

7 • Regional  institutes  held  throughout  the  State  for  parents  of 
visually-handicapped  youngsters  of  all  ages. 

0.  Psychological  services  available. 

9*  Physical  therapy  and  speech  training  arranged  for  those  needing  it. 

10.  Specialized  training  in  mobility  skills  given  to  students. 

FIELD  SERVICES  RENDERED 

1.  A field  representative  is  available  to  nurses,  county  health 
departments,  and  teaohers  on  a consultant  basis. 

c.  Materials  and  teaching  aids  furnished  for  use  of  visually-handicapped 
children  unable  to  attend  the  school  in  Salem. 

3.  Services  of  counselor  for  parents  of  blind  pre-school  and  sohool 
age  ohildren  available  for  home  visits  and  consultation. 

la.  Programs  of  public  education  in  the  area  of  vision  conservation 
can  be  worked  out  to  fit  the  needs  of  a particular  area  or  group 
of  people. 

Professional  reference  library  dealing  with  the  education  of 
the  blind. 

6.  School  personnel  available  for  consultation  and  advice  to  local 
school  districts  where  a blind  child  is  enrolled.

, 0r  regon  s ind  and  partially-sighted  children,  must  continue  to  prepare 

Se  ° Serve  ^ ose  °hildren  who,  in  addition  to  being  blind,  have  one  or 
er  conc^^0rLS  that  increase  their  learning  problems  greatly.  While 
a e present  time  we  are  working  in  that  direction  and  have  started  a 
program,  we  must  bring  it  up  to  a higher  standard  by  cutting  down  the  size 
o the  c asses  and  decreasing  the  pupil-teacher  and  pupil -dormitory  counselor 
ratios.  We  must  make  some  adjustments  to  our  buildings  to  facilitate  the 
handling  of  these  students. 


These  necessary  changes,  advancements  and  adjustments  are  reflected  in  our 
proposed  budget  for  1963-65. 

Educationally  speaking,  the  needs  of  many  of  the  students  remain  somewhat 
unchanged  while  others,  we  find,  need  individual  help  if  they  are  to  achieve. 
Speech  training  is  required  for  some.  During  these  past  two  years  we  have 
been  able  to  provide  this  by  seeking  help  from  the  Lions'  Auxiliary  of  the 
State  of  Oregon.  It  is  planned  in  the  next  biennium  that  we  shall  be  able  to 
assume  our  responsibility  in  this  direction. 

Nationally,  a great  deal  of  attention  is  being  given  to  the  needs  for  training 
in  orientation  and  mobility.  In  this  area  we  are  at  the  present  time  doing 
more  than  many  schools,  but  we  are  unable  to  do  all  that  is  needed.  Special 
instructors  are  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  education  of  the 
blind  being  trained  to  do  this  work,  and  it  is  imperative  that  Oregon  move 
forward  in  this  direction. 

Medically  speaking,  we  are  in  need  of  more  physical  therapy  and  psycho- 
therapy. We  find  that  we  frequent  many  departments  of  the  University  of 
Oregon  Medical  School  to  obtain  services  for  our  students.  The  Departments 
of  Ophthalmology  and  Neuro-surgery,  along  with  the  Crippled  Children's 
Division,  are  of  great  help  to  us.  Physical  therapy  is  not  available  through 
the  medical  school,  and  should  be  included  in  our  budget. 

The  only  statement  that  can  be  made  regarding  the  future  biennium  is  one 
that  has  been  our  guide  in  the  past:  we  shall  continue  to  provide  the  best 

program  possible,  within  our  means,  for  visually-handicapped  children.  We 
shall  always  be  ready  to  change  our  program  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  students, 
rather  than  try  to  fit  students  into  a rigid  program.
